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EDUCATIONAL. 


The National 111 Department of 
Superintendence will take place in 
Washington, March 15, 16 and 17. 
The meeting has been well adver- 
tised; it has been noticed in bun- 
dreds of Edgcational journals and 
there have been printed in New 
York 5,000 copies of the programme 
for general distribution. There are 
on the programme many of the 
leading educators in the United 
States, among wbom are Hon. Fred 
M. Campbell and Colonel Francis 
W. Parker who have done such ex- 
cellent institute work in Nevada. 
Several prominent statesmen also 
will take part in the exercises, Hon. 
William McKinley,the Republican 
leader in the House, will deliver an 
address on “The Relation of our 
Public Schools to the General Gov- 
ernment.’’ Itis understood that if 
in Washington at the time short 
addresses will be given by Senators 
Jones and Stewart of this State. 
Also a similarinterest will be taken 
in the discussions by the friends of 
popular education from amoug the 
U. 5. Senators and Representatives 
of other States. Judging from the 
contents of hundreds of letters re- 
ceived by the President, this meet- 
ing will be one of the largest and 
most interesting ever held by this 
association. 


Allen G. Thurman, the greatest 
Roman of them all, is te be recog- 
nized by this administration. This 
Democratic chieftain should have 
had such recognition long ago. The 
flying bandanas and the wild shouts 
on the streets, in the hotels, sa- 
loons and other places of resort at 
the National Democratic Conven- 
tion at Chicago two years ago, were 
evidence enough to any observer 
tbat Thurman was the choice of 
the Democracy for President. There 
was no similar demonstration for 
Cleveland. But Thurman must be 
beaten; if not by fair means, then 
by foul. The nomination of Gov- 
ernor Hoadley by General Powell 
was a part of an infamous scheme 
to create dissention and division in 
the Ohio delegation. This dissen- 
tion was fatal to Thurman’s candi- 
dacy. The corporations triumphed; 
the belief bas been general that the 
death-knell to Thurman’s career 
had soun'‘ed. In vain his friends 
petitioned President Cleveland to 
give Thurman a placeinthe Cabi- 
net, to send him to the Court of St. 
Janes or other desirable foreign 
mission. But finally the old war- 
horse is to be recoguized; he is to be 
the Chairman of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission; he ts again 
to serve the people in the 
position in which he can serve 
th m as can scarcely any 
other living man. Standard 
Oil money, railroad money and 
other corporation money several 
years ago relegated bim to his 
country home in Southern Ohio. 
But this Cincinnattus is again 
called in official life. It must be 
gratifying to this grand old states- 
man, the author of the Thurman 
Funding bill, again to be asked to 
stand between the gigantic corpora- 
tions and the people. 


The State Land Office has been 
having its usual rush of business 
since the first of the year.

Congressional Proceedings. 
WaAsHINGTON, February 8. 

In the House yesterday Morrow of 
California introduced a bill to protect 
the harbors of San Francisco and 
New York. It provides for the con- 
struction of steel rams. on the model 
recommended by Rear Admiral 
Ammen, at a cost of $500,000 each. 

Reed of Maine, acting for Dingley, 
introduced a bill to protect the fish- 
eries of the United States. The bill 
provides for the seizure and forfeiture 
of any vessel found taking fish 
within three marine miles of the coast 
of the United States, and further pro- 
vides that if any person of such vessel 
is fgund taking fish within the limits 
named, he shall be subject to a fine 
of $50 for each offense, and the vessel 
upon which he is employed shall be 
subject toa lien for the penalty. The 
Secretary of the Treasury is em- 
powered to remit or mitigate the 
penalty if itis discovered that such 
were incurred without a willful viola- 
tion of the law. 

The Conference Committee on the 
Fortification’s Appropriation bill yes- 
turday heard several persons upon the 
subject of coast defenses. Lieutenant 
Sealinski described the experiments 
he had been making with his dyna- 
mite gun, and outlined a plan of 
defense based upon the use of that in- 
strumeot of warfare. While General 
Benel, Colonel Dana and Captain 
Smith suggested methods by which 
war material uow cn hand may be 
utilized. 

Henry R. Jackson, ex-Minister to 
Mexico, addressed the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations for the im- 
provement of Savannah harbor. 

To-day the committee will hear 
what the Senators from Pennsylvania, 
New York, New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland and California may have to 
say in respect to appropriations for 
river and harbor improvements in 
their States. 

The Senate being about to take up 
the House bills on the calendar, Mr. 
Hawley moved to proceed to the con- 
sideration of the bill to encourage the 
manufacture of steel and modern army 
ordnance, armor and other army pur- 
poses, and to provide heavy ordnance 
adapted to army warfare. He said he 
had given notice several days ago that 
he would make this motion. He was 
pushed forward to it by the Committee 
on Coast Defenses, the Committee 
on Military Affairs and the general 
sentiment of the Senate, he believed, 
and of the country, be knew. The 
motion was agreed to, yeas, 32; nays, 
21. The bill was taken np for action, 
the. several amendments reported by 
the Committee on Coast Defenses 
agreed to,and after explanations on 
some points of detail, the bill was 
passed without a division. 


Ingalls presented a memorial in the 
Senate of the citizens trom New Lex- 
ington, Ohio, asking for the initiation 
of negotiations for the acquisition of 
Canada. Referred to the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. 

House bills. were reported back 
from the Committee on Military 
Affairs and placed on the callendar as 
follows: To provide for the location 
and erection of a branch home for dis- 
abled volunteer soldiers west of the 
Rocky Mountains. Authorizing the 
S.cretary of the Treasury to deliver to 
the rightful owners the contents of 
certain boxes deposited in the T: easury 
Department by the Secretary of War. 


A Writ Denied. 

WASHINGTON, February 8, 
A decision was rendered by the U. 
S. Supreme Court yesterday in the 
polygamy case of Lorenzo Snow, the 
petitioner, which comes upon appeal 
from a decision of the Third Jadicial 
District Court of Utah, denying the 
prisoners application for a writ of 
habeas corpus. Snow was tried and 
found guilty of polygamy upon three 


indictments which were all alike, ex- 
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letters to those he has selected, asking 
their acceptance. These cre said, on 
good authority,to be: Allen G. Thur- 
man of Ohio, Wm. Windom of Minne- 
sota, Thomas M. Cooley of Michigan,

Freight was offered in less quantities 
than is usual on Monday and the 
green handlers were nearly equal to 
it. Toere were more men applying 
for work at the pliers than can be ac- 
commodated*with places. 
A Judge Feund Guilty. 
New ORLEANS, February 8. 
The Supreme Court yesterday found 
Judge Lazarus guilty of malfeasance 
aod gross misconduct in office. Laza- 
rus is Judge of the Civil District Court 
of the Parish of New Orleans. 


A Prebable Consolidation. 
New YorkK, February 8. 

It is reported that negotiations are 
pending between Adams’ express and 
the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, by 
which Adams’ Express may acquire 
control of the Baltimore & Ohio ex- 
press business. 


The Boston Strike. 
Boston, February 8. 
The track layers and car repairers 
of the South Boston road have joined 
the strikers. There has been no 
trouble as yet. The strikers are 
behaving in a very orderly manner. 


Died of His Wounds. 
CLEVELAND, February 8. 
Detective Hulligan, one of the police 
officers assaulted by desperadoes at 
Rayenna, died this morning. His 
condition changed rapidly for worse 
yesterday.

New RocuHe.ie, N. Y. February 8. 
A rumor prevails that a Sound 
steamer is ashoré near (Gooseberry 
Isiand.

Dispersing the socialists. 
Benin, February 8. 

The police attempted to disperse a 
Socialist meeting which was be:ng held 
in the Bock brewery at Stettin last 
evening, but failed. A force of mili- 
tary was then summoned, and with 
fixed bayonets, drove the people from 
the hall. Several people were wounded 
by bayonet thrusts and one man is 
reported to have been killed. The hall 
in which the meeting was held was 
completely wrecked. At Magdeburg 
yesterday, 24 Socialists were arrested 
on the charge of belonging to a an ille- 
gal society. 

A Volcanic Eruption. 
St. PETERSBURG, February 8. 

The inhabitants of Baku, the center 
of the great Russian petroleum flelds, 
has beeu much alarmed over eubter- 
rauean explosions which shook the 
houses and caused considerable dam- 
age. At the same time a volcano 


burst from Lokbatan, 10 miles distant | 


from Baku. For two nights the vol- 
cano threw a column of fire and mud 
350 feet bigh, illuminating the country 
for miles, The mud emitted during 
the eruption already lies from seven to 
14 feet deep over a fall square mile of 
erritory.

I have been told to-day something 
I never heard before about the mix- 
ing of cotton and woolen goods, 
iliustrating the honesty of manu- 
facturers. A friend showed me a 
strong, thick piece of brown cotton 
cloth, nothing but cotton in it. He 
said that it was about thirty-five per 
cent of the weight of a piece of cas- 
simere, and the trick of the manu- 
facturers is to say that the cassimere 
has not a thread of cotton in it, 
commercially speaking. That seems 
to save the man’s conscience—*‘com- 
mercially speaking.’’ The very 
threads are made of mixed cotton 
and wool, so, strictly, there is nota 
thread of cotton in such a piece. 

The way to test such cloths is to 
mat a piece in some caustic potash. 

hat will eat out every particle of the 
wool, whichis animal matter, and 
will not injure the cotton atall. If 
the potash be hot, it will do all the 
work in ten minutes, but if cold, all 
the wool will be eaten out after a 
while. The defense for the manu- 
facture of such cloth is that the wool 
will wear pretty well fora whileon the 
cotton basis, and, after all, the poor 
must have woolen clothes to wear at 
allevents. The trouble is that even 
the dealers cannot tell how large is 
the proportion of cotton, and this 
**cooking’’ of the cloth in potash is 
a test in constant practice.—({Corre- 
spondence of Worcester Spy.
